Mr. Davis was introduced by P. T. 


Moran, chairman of the executive com- 
mittee. 
Mr. Davis delivered his re- 


marks in ap off-hand, easy style. 


"The Boers or South Africa," said Mr. 


Bavfs, "are among the pioneers of free- 
dom—h-eroes.of civil and religious liberty. 
They were the torch bearers who blazed 
the pathway tor civilization through the 
primeval forests of the southern part of 
that great 'dark continent' which has 
teen, the marval of the ajres. No coun- 
try in all tha world contains a nobler 
race of 91011 and women; and) no people 
have endured more hardships in the 
cause of liberty and equality of rights 
than they. Indeed, it was and is their 
•unconquerable love far liberty that has 
caus&d all their troubjfts. ' 


Tears ago, Mr. Da**s continued 
the 


Boers planrafl toe seed of llfoerty in the 
fertile valleys of the Cape of Good Hope, 
where a strong national spirit developed 
as early as 1S06, when the colony passed 
into the hanSs of England. Soon there- 
after ill ftaatosr arose be*we*n Briton and 
Boer. 


Mr. Davis entered upon an exhaustive 


review of the relations between the Boers 
and the British government from that 
time to the present. He described the 
"great trek" northward after the eman-

Then it was that the 
British government determined to seek 
a pretext for obtaining control of the 
richest gold fields in the world as it had 
before secured the richest diamond 
fields. That this is the real cause for the 
present war no one can doubt who wfil 
but listen to the frequent remark made 
by Englishmen in South Africa, as well 
as in England, that 'the gold mines in 
the Transvaal are worth fighting for and 
we are going to keep on fighting until we 
get them.' " 


"The simple truth of the matter is that 


the British government forced President 
Krugrer into a quarrel after he had done 
everything in his power to avoid it. 


"We have seen many charges made by 


British officers and British newspaper 
correspondents that the Boers have fre- 
quently outraged the white flag and the 
Bed Cross flag. Upon investigation we 
learned that these charges were abso- 
lutely unfounded. On the contrary I 
defy contradiction that the British sol- 
diers themselves are'the parties T\ ho vio- 
lated many of the rules of civilized war- 
fare, and frequently ignored the white 
f.ag and also the Red Cross flag." Mr. 
Davis supported his statement by relat- 
ing incidents wfaich came under his own 
observation. 


In conclusion, he said: "These men 


have the same spirit that prompted the 
farmers to face death for liberty at Lex- 
in-gton; that nerved the arms of Ameri- 
cans at Saratoga, Bunker Hill and 
Brandywtne; that wa-rmed the hearts of 
"Washington and his shivering patriots 
at Valley Forge; and at New Orleans, 
-where Jackson and his men taught old 
England that easier were it to hurl the 
rooted mountain from its base than to 
force the yoke of slavery upon men de- 
termined to be free. 


"Then why should we not sympathizf 


•with them? "Why should not the great- 
est republic in the world assist the r.mall- 
est of republics? Is the word 'liberty' to 
become obEolete in our national lexicon? 
Must this greatest republic of the world's 
history chain its destiny to the chariot 
wheels of the British empire in her mad 
race for land and gold? Shall the fair 
name of this great republic, whose 
prowess on land and sea has been the 
marvel of the century, be used In Europe. 
by British officials and the British press, 
as a. menace to other European powers 
who are anxious to aasist the Boers in 
their brave struggle for freedom and In- 
dependence?'1 


At the conclusion of Mr. Davis' ad- 


dress, Mr. Weasels, special commissioner 
from the South African republics, made 
a brief address. 


Then Chairman Moran offered a series 


of resolutions.

Manila, April 9.—Reports of anoountera

A sergeant and a corporal of 
company 1, Eighteenth infantry, were 
killed in a severe fight in Capiz province, 
island of Panay. 


The insurgents made a night attack 


upon Calbayon, island of Samar. They 
killed the sentry, swarmed into the town 
and searched the hc=*e of Major Gil- 
more of the Forty-third Infantry, who 
was absent. They killed his cook. Ulti- 
mately the Americans drove them out of 
the town, killing four and capturing 12. 


General Young, commanding in north 


Luaon, has made several requests for 
reinforcements, representing that his 
force is inadequate. He says that the 
men are exhausted by the necessity of 
constant vigilance; that he'Is Unable to 
garrison the towns in his jurisdiction;

North Sydney, C. B., April 9.—An ac- 


cident occurred on the Newfoundland 
railway at 3 o'clock Saturday morning. 
A passenger train had just got over a 
bridge at Bear Pond, when it was struck 
by a heavy gale, and the cars lifted from 
the rails and rolled down an embank- 
ment. In the car next to the engine were 
60 men. 
The cars took fire, and the 


occupants had barely time to escape. 
So fiercely did the cars burn that the 
men had not time to procure all their 
clothes. 
A Pullman car also took fire, 


and three women and several men had 
narrow escapes from being- burned to 
death. 
There was no loss of life, but 


everyone on board sustained cuts and 
bruises. 
All the cars were destroyed.

WcathPr Conditions and Forecast.

Austin, 
April 9.—Last 
"Wednesday 


night it began to rain very hard at this 
place, the storm extending north of here 
along the watersheds of the Colorado 
river. 
The precifKtation continued until 


Saturday morning, the downfall agrgra- 
gatinjf six inches. 
All this vast quan- 


tity of water along the watersheds of the 
Colorado river rapidly swelled the cur- 
renit until the river, which had been 
steadily rising, was a raging torrent, 
having risen 40 feet within 10 hours. 


This city was in pitch darkneiss last 


night, with the river roaring and surg- 
ing through all the lower portions of the 
town, having spread d«ath and destruc- 
tion In its wake. In addition to the vast 
loss to property interests it is calculated 
that between 30 and 40 lives have been 
sacrificed, and thg reports coming in 
from the trroutary country do not tend 
to improve matters. 


A raging river, already swollen far 


beyond its capacity, bore too heavily 
upon an immense dam spanning the river 
here, breaking It and letting loose a 
reservoir of water 36 asil^s long, half a 
mile wide and 60 feet deep to aid 
In 


carrying destruction down, the valleys 
of the Colorado river. 


The great dam in the..CoJo«rado river 


gave way from the enormous pressure 
of water and debris and with a roar and 
crash swept the valleys below the city, 
wrecking the immense light and power 
plant and drowning eight workmen. 


The breaking of the iam caused wild 


rexcitement In the city. The telegraph 
companies at once wired to places below 
here to look out for the great wave, and 
runners wer.fi dispatched on horses, to 
notify those living in the valleys below 
the city. 
The telegraphic messages 


served as a timely warning to many, but 
the rushing wafers outstripped the 
horsemen and many houses were picked 
up and-swept away be'orethe occupants 
could get together their valuables. 


Within a short time all the valleys to 


the south and west of Austin were filled 
to overflowtag' with water, and the south- 
ern part of the city tributary to the river 
was mandated. Large crowds collected 
on the river banks and several persons 
were swept into the river when the dam 
broke, but all were saved by boatmen. 


It is estimated that more than 100 


houses have been destroyed, and the loss 
to property will be .great. 


A south-bound train from St. Louis on 


the International and Great Northern 
was wrecked at McNeil ass a result of a 
washout. The engine and cars plunged 
into a culvert, demolishing the engine, 
the mail, baggage car, two day coaches 
and one sleeper. The cars left the track 
and rolled over on their sides in four feet 
of water but no lives were lost, nor were 
any of the passengers badly hurt. 


Fully 30,000 people gathered yesterday 


at the dam and power house stationed 
north of this city to witness the ruins of 
'the plant, wMch cost this city $1,760,000 
a few years aigo. The waters of the 
Colorado river were BtiH plunging and 
foaming around the wreck, eating away 
the big pile of granite which once formed 
the dam as though it was nothing- more 
than phalk rock. So fierce was the cur- 
rent that great boulders were carried 
half a mile from tha dam, being rolled 
over and over by the turbulent tide. 


The power houae, which succumbed to 


the terrific wash of the water at 2 o'clock 
Sundjay morning, lies a mass of wreckage 
on the edge of the river. The wirepk of 
the plant is complete. 


The situation in the city is most seri- 


ous. The wreckage of the plant means 
that it will take several weeks to secure 
even a temjporary water and light system 
if it can be made possible even then. In 
the meantime the city will be in a had 
sanitary condition. All the hotels, pri- 
vate residences, stores and the like are 
without water, and there is no fire pro- 
tection. Churches were unable to hold 
services last night for want of light, and 
all public meetings were abandoned. 
The dally newspapers are handicapped 
in their publication, being deprived of 
their electric power. 


The river is now falling. 
Reports from the neighboring country 


are to the effect that everything is under 
water. In Williamson county, north of 
here, railroad bridges and trackage have 
been laid waste and all trains have 
stoppsd Tunning. Hundreds of head of 
cattle have been drowned and miles of 
fencing torn down and washed away. 


A mass meeting of citizens has been 


called in order that some steps may be 
taken to relieve the situation.

Pretoria, but I saw every earthwork 
and fort surrounding the town, and I 
could not see where any guns had been 
removed. 
They were all there, and 


formidable they looked. 


"What impressed me most was the 


natural bigness of that grand old man 
Kruger. I consider him as possessed 
of more of the elements of greatness 
than any man I ever met. At To he 
is as full of vigor as the average man 
who owns up to 20 years less. 
His 


versatility impressed me deeply. 
I 


have it on unimpeachable authority 
that the battle of Oolenso, where Bul- 
ler was crushed by the Boers, was 
planned entirely by this old man. Jou- 
bert carried out Id-tiger's instruction1? 
to the letter and won that signal vic- 
tory by the directions of an old man 
away up there in Pretoria, 


"I was present at the battle of Spion 


Kop and saw a thin line of Boers drive 
an army before them. After the fight 
I walked over the field and counted 
the dead bodies of 125 Englishmen 
in one trench, where the Boers had 
placed them for burial. 
During my 


stay in the neighborhood I visited 
every laager in the lines surrounding 
the city and talked with scores of offi- 
cers and men. 


''I visited the lines along the Tugela, 


where Buller and his 40,000 men were 
held at bay, arid I speak from the 
most positive knowledge when I say 
that all of the Boer troops in that 
region numbered but 7,000. With this 
force Joubert and Botha held Buller 
back and kept White ami hia 15,000 
men corralled in the town. 


"*When Cronje was threatened In the 


west 3,000 men were sent to him from 
Ladysmith, leaving about 4,000 to face 
the 55,000 men of the enemy. At the 
battle of the Little T-ugela, when Bul- 
ler was again driven back upon Chieve- 
ley, I saw General Louis Botha in ac- 
tion, and I consider him the greatest 
of the Dutch commanders. When the 
fighting began, Botha was sauntering 
along behind the line of trenches 
watching his men taking careful shots 
at the advance of the British force. 


"For half an hour after we could 


first detect the movement there was 
not much excitement, but all at once 
there was a rush of cavalry and artil- 
lery and the double quick of infantry 
In open order. The bullets began to 
patter around us, and two burghers 
were hit close beside Botha. He seem- 
ed to awake instantly and sprang down 
into the trench, exclaiming 'Shoot! 
Shoot!' in Dutch. As the word was 
tarried along the lines he caught up a 
rifle from tjie hands of a dead burgher 
and began making quick but careful 
shots at the foe. 


"Five minutes, and It was over, as 


quickly as the rush had begun. 
From 


the Boer side it was like the Kipling 
descriptions—a fight with the fuzzy 
wuzzies in toe desert. 


"As I said ttefore, I do not believe 


the British will ever enter Pretoria. 
Even the women of the town are sup- 
plied with rifles and are dally practic- 
ing In marksmanship. Some of them 
are very expert, and their average, 
shooting Is good. The strength of Kru- 
ger and his burghers lies In the belief 
that God is with them."

THE KEAHSAKGE 


The new battleship Keargarge, which 


has just been submitted to severe tests, 
is regarded as a wonder in naval con- 
structions. The Kearsarge has two tur- 
rets •« nere other battleshi* s have only 
one. or, rather, she is fitted with two- 
story turrets. On the lower story 13- 
inch Titles are mounted and in the sec- 
ond story the guns are S-inch weapons. 
Admiral Sampson does not ciaim to be 
the inventor of the double turret, but 
he was chief of the bureau when it was 
adopted and he has been deeoly inter- 
ested in the experiments testing the 
practical value of the idea. The plan 
helps greatly to concentrate the heavy 
guns on the battleship and makes in- 
creased room for weapons of lower cal- 
iber.

How to ring the- most changes on.] 


\hose Easter time favorites, the chick- 
en, the egg and the rabbit, is the prob- 
lem that comes up when Easter novel- 
ties are in order. It is a problem that1 
has been pretty well solved this season, 
for the most surprising things have 
been done with all three to cater to the 
children of the family, says the New 
York Evening Sun. 
For the grown, 


folks there are the same things there 
have always been, cut flowers and pot- 
ted plants all abloom, Easter cards and 
Easter books, the cards showing a 
marked tendency toward' the Easter 
lily in all its whiteness. 
Then there 


are little egg shaped flower baskets 
that'are a mass of violets on the out- 
side and that open up to show a vacant 
basket space. 
i 


But it is for the children after all, 


that most of the Easter preparations 
are made. Surprise baskets are hav- 
ing a great run. They are very pretty 
to look upon, covered over the top with 
dainty crape paper in which grasses 
and clovers have taken root. Of course 
the inevitable downy yellow chicken 
wanders between the grasses. 
Then 


there are ribbons to pull while watch- 
ing for*^he concealed gifts to appear. 
A few of the surprise baskets have lit- 
tle rabbits crouched down in the 
clumps of greenery, but the yellow 
chicken is the winning favorite. Great 
eggs of Japanese ware tied with broad 
ribbons are among the gifts that might' 
do for a grown up person or for a child 
either, for that matter. A little rubber 
chicken that is all but out of the shell 
and that squeaks under favorable cir- 
cumstances is one of the novelties. 


One looks in vain for any signs of the 


times among the Easter 
novelties. 


Even rough riderism made no im- 
pressions in its day upon Easter show- 
ings, and now the effect of South Afri- 
ca is as noticeably absent, not even a 
silly ostrich hiding among the chickens 
and the ducklets, the rabbits and the 
eggs. But stay—there is a remote pos- 
sibility that the electric light egg is 
intended for an ostrich egg. It sure- 
ly is of a suitable size. 
On the out- 


side it is decidedly silvery in appear- 
ance. The inside, looked at through 
the round window, doesn't look like 
much of anything until you press the 
electric button, and then it does, for it 
contains a regular family of the same 
sort of chickens that are to be seen 
on the other Easter offerings. Yellow 
chickens must be fully as common as 
yellow dogs. 


Some novel dishes are to be fonnd. 


A great green cabbage leaf, for in- 
stance, with a chick or two near the 
handle, is one rather odd idea for the 
table. Almost anything may be made 
to seem suitable for an Easter gift. 
Bottles of choice perfume are arrang- 
ed in egg shaped boxes. There are any 
number of hand painted boxes of that 
same shape, with a suggestion of 
spring in their decorations, filled with 
various 
offerings, 
from jewelry, to 


toilet soap. 
In some cases the egg 


shaped box is not even considered nec- 
essary, a pair of slippers being trans- 
formed to suit the season by placing a 
chicken in each slipper or by filling 
each 
to 
overflowing with artificial 


flowers.

If any proof 
were needed to make the fact of In- 
herent bravery and—the other thing- 
certain it is to be found in the marvel- 
ous change in face, manner and even 
speech that cprnes over nearly every 
man when he is engaged hi battle. 


It may be urged that the excitement 


of being under fire would be sufficient 
reason for this callousness, but such an 
explanation will not account for the 
entire subversion of a man's- whole life 
training. The real reason is that at 
such times it is the animal nature that 
takes full and complete possession of 
the human body.—Chicago Times-Her- 
ald.

PRISONERS IN A CAVE. 


How Font- American Captives In tbe 


Philippines Were Rescued. 


A handful of "Bullard's American 


Indians," under Major Harry B. Mul- 
ford, celebrated the anniversary of the 
birth of George Washington by rescu- 
ing four captive American prisoners 
from a cave near the base of Mount 
Cristobal, says a Manila dispatch to 
the New York World. 


The rescued Americans were John 


Bunting, corporal, and Thomas Wil- 
liams, private, of the Thirty-seventh; 
Willinm J. Bebring of the Thirty-ninth, 
nml John W. Powers of the Thirty- 
eighth. 


Mulford's force left Snn Pablo to dis- 


perse bauds of ladrones ancl while fol- 
lowing a mountain trail suddenly came 
upon the captive Americans sitting on 
tho ground at the entrance to a cave. 
An insurgent corporal and men were 
standing guard over them. Tlie insur- 
gents surrendered without a fight. The 
rescued Americans were'so weak from 
bard work and short rations that they 
had to bo carried back to San Pablo. 


Near tho summit of Mount Cristobal 


the Americans found a huge cave. In 
which were scores of unarmed men, 
wonlen and children. 
The occupants 


were praying constantly. 
They had j 


fled to the mountains during the battle 
of San Diego, on Jan. 21, and were ter- 
ror stricken at the sight ot the Ameri- 
can soldiers. 
No arguments or en- 


treaties fould induce them to return to 
the towns. 


Hid First Earnlngrs. 


A few years ago a large party, head- 


ed by the Duke of Norfolk, went on a 
tour through the continent. The duke 
busied himself very much on the jour- 
ney in a kind hearted way about the 
welfare of every one in the party. At 
every station he used to get out and go 
round to see if he could do anything 
for any one. One old woman, who did 
not know him, when she arrived at last 
In Rome, tired and hot, found great 
difficulty in getting a porter. So she 
seized on the duke. 


"Now, my good man," she said, "I've 


noticed you at all these stations loafing 
stbout Just make yourself useful for 
once in your'life. Take my bag and 
find me a cab." 


The duke mildly did as he was bid 


and was rewarded with a sixpence., 
"Thank you, madam," he said. "I shall 
prize this, indeed! It Is the first coin I 
have ever earned In my life."

Comparison of New England Cties 


Made by Springfield Dealers 


The Springfield grocers have been 


collecting facts about the wages and 
hours of work of the grocery clerics in 
the various cities of New England, 
basing their information on returns 
from some reliable grocer In each city. 
This information, is to be used in fight- 
ing the proposed clerks' union of that 
place. 


This city and Boston are the only 


places reported where there are clerks' 
unions. 
The return from here gives 


the wages as ?9 a week and the hours 
of work as 74 a week. In Pittsfleld the 
figures are $9 and 75 hours. In Boston 
the figures are $13.50 and 74 hours. 


Manchester, N. H., clerks work 90 


hours -a week for ?9, while Providence, 
R.I., is at the other extreme, the clerks 
working only 66 hours a week for $12. 
In Spring-field the average wages are

vitality, while in sitting a heu the eggs 
are usually gathered from a number of 
different hens. 


Young and old fowls need sufficient nu- 


tritious food to keep them in a thrifty 
condition. The object in feeding well is 
to increase as rapidly as possible the 
Bize of the growing chicks and to furnish 
nutriment and material for the laying 
iens.—St Louis Republic.

When the Klnir Vulture Come* to • 


Carcn», the Other Varieties Have 
to Stand OH L'utll Hi* Mujc.ty Has 
Oorcred IlluiieU. 


If the city of Bombay had a tutelary 


bird) there is no manner of doubt what 
bird that sbould be. I do not know, 
says a writer in The Times of India, 
why the ancient Egyptian defied the 
ibis, but if Bombay bore the proud fig- 
ure of a vulture rampant on her shield 
everybody would know why. Of all the 
unsnlariod public servants who have 
identified themselves with this city and 
devoted their energies to its welfare no 
other can take a place boside the vul- 
ture. 
Unfortunately the vulture haa 


never lout itself to the apirit of her- 
aldry. The eagle has, strangely enough, 
thotigh t'o e difference between the two 
has never been very well marked in the 
popular mind. The translators of our 
Hible hud no notion of it 


Modern natural history has disen- 


tangled the two names and assigned 
them to two very different families of 
birds, the distinction between which in 
its essence is just this—that -while the 
e*ugle kills its prey the less impatient 
vulture waits decently till its time 
coicos to die. Popular sentiment persists 
in regarding the former as the more 
noble, but there can be no question 
which is the more useful 


It is not easy indeed to realize to one- 


self the extent and benefioonca of the 
•work carried on throughout the length 
and breadth of India from year's end to 
year's end by the mighty race of vul- 
turga The writer continues: The vul- 
tures that one sees in such numbers on 
Malabar hill belong to two species, 
which are easy enough to distinguish 
when once one's attention has been 
turned to the difference between them. 


The commoner of the two, the white 


backed or Bengal vulture (Gyps benga- 
lensis) is a smoky black bird, with a 
band of white extending the whole 
length of the wings on the underside. 
This band is broken by tfca dark body, 
and that serves to distiBtfoisb, cba bird 
at a glance. 


The other species is the long billed 


•vultnre (Gyps pallesoens) of Barnes. 
Jerdon confounded it with another spe- 
cies. Its general color is brown, darker 
or lighter according to age, sometimes 
almost whity brown; but, however 
white the underparts may be, body and 
wings are alike. The two species are 
about the same size and larger than one 
would suspect who has only seen them 
at a distance. A good specimen will 
measure over seven feet from tip to tip 
of the wings. 


There is one curious difference in 


their habits. The long billed vulture 
breeds always on high cliffs, while its 
Bengal brother is content to build its 
nest on any tree big enough to bear the 
weight of such a ponderous edifice. I 
have seen a single -mango tree groaning 
under the weight of two or three nests 
on the other side of the harbor. 
Each 


nest contains one egg, generally white, 
but sometimes blotched with brown. 
Once fairly in the air, no bird surpasses 
the majesty of its flight. The question 
has often been hotly discussed whether 
birds can sail without flapping their 
wings. 


The diffionlty originated, of course, 


with somebody of that unfortunate class 
who must reason about & question of 
fact instead cf looking. He demonstrat- 
e?t that such a feat was impossible. The 
vultures kept on doing it all the same, 
aud any one may watch them. For 
hours together they will sail in circles, 
or rather in spirals, without the slight- 
est motion of their wings beyond trim- 
ming them to the wind like the sails of 
a boat. Of course there must be a wind. 


There are two other kinds of vultures 


which inay occasionally be seen in Bom- 
bay. 
One is the king vulture (Otogypa 


calvus), a royal bird, not indeed larger 
than the others, but of nobler aspect and 
prouder character. 
It appears singly or 


with its mate and will not consort with 
the herd. When it comes to a carcass, 
the others have to stand by until it has 
dined. There is no difficulty in recog- 
nizing this species by its deep black col- 
or, relieved only by two pure white 
patches on its thighs and by the blood 
red tins of its bare head and neck. Our 
fourth vulture ia the foul bird known as 
Pharaoh's chicken, as well as by other 
lens reputable names. Ita title in scenes 
is Neophron ginginianua. 


It is one of the commonest birds 


about Poonah and everywhere on the 
plains of the Deocan, but seldom visits 
the coast;. I have, however, seen a pair 
on more than one occasion about the 
flats. It is a white bird, not much big- 
ger than a kite, with only the quiil 
feathers of the wing black'. Its bill is' 
long and thin, its naked face yellow and 
ita tail wedge shaped. Its neck is not 
bare, but clothed with long, rusty white 
feathers, pointing backward. It does 
tot stand upright, like the true vultures, 
but carries its body like a duck and 
•walks liko a recruit. By these signs 
you may know Pharaoh's chicken. It 
makes its shabby nest of sticks, rags and 
rubbish on trees, ledges of public build- 
ings or anywhere about March ^nd lays 
two'whito eggs, moro or less blotched 
with brown.

With Their Hu*lj«u<3», Theie Women 


Were Killed In the Same Trench. 
Cue Boer Couple Went to War For 
Their Honeymoon—Sirs. Jonbert M 
« Strategist.

Howard C. HHlegas, the New York 


World's American correspondent with 
the Boer army, herewith gives the first 
authentic story of the Boer women In 
the war, how they fought In the 
trenches at Splon kop and at Lady- 
smith, how many, with rifles In hand, 
have fallen by British bullets and 
British bayonets. Only scattering ref- 
erences to the valor of these Boer wo- 
men have been permitted by British 
censors to reach the press of the world. 
Many of these women are now in the 
Boer force that is surrounding Rob- 
erts. Writing from Pretoria, undez 
date of March 1, Mr. Hillegas says: 


The British have opposed to them 


the bravest amazons that ever the sun 
shone on. At least 1,000 Boer women 
are now with the'troops Investing La- 
dysmlth. 


These women are not nurses nor 


cooks, save when necessity demands, 
nor camp followers. They are female 
soldiers, as brave as their fathers and 
jbusbands and brothers. 
IThe Boer 


troops that Invested Ladysmith are 
now opposing Lord Roberts at Bloem- 
fontein. 
The women are doubtless 


with the Boers.] 


The world Knows no finer example 


of heroism than that exhibited by 14 
women on one of the five days' fighting 
around Sp&n kop, the second Majuba. 
A strictly family party of Boers, 14 
ulen and their wives, were Intrenched 
In one position and held it with amaz- 
ing bravery against a small force of 
British. 
For a long time the men 


fought incessantly and kept their wives 
busy reloading their rifles. 


Finally BO British soldiers, with fixed 


bayonets, charged on the intrenchment. 
As they came closer, closer, the Boer 
men crept over the earthworks end 
while the women began shooting tried 
with the butts of their rifles to ham- 
mer back the British. 
Before their 


wives' eyes erery one of the 14 Boers 
was killed, bayoneted or shot. The 14 
women so quickly widowed never 
thought of surrender, but fought most 
valiantly and coolly for half an hour. 
The British surrounded them. 
Not 


one of the 14 survived to mourn her 
husband. Two days later when the 
British force retired across the Tugola 
28 corpses, 14 men, 14 women, were 
found within a radius of 100 feet. 
Now there is a big long mound where 
rest the bodies of as brave a band as 
ever fought for freedom. 


Scores of women have been in every 


commando's laager I have visited, and 
djily one has been without her rifle and 
bandoliers, Mrs. Joubert, wife of the 
commandant general of the Transvaal 
forces. But their bravery does not rob 
these women of any womanly qualities 
^love, tenderness, 
gentleness, pity. 


Not far from the Pretoria laager I 
found a young Boer woman under the 
canopy of one of the big trekking 
wagons. 
Her tears were falling so 


copiously that they moistened her dress 
waist. She was about 19 years old, 
comely, fairly well dressed. 


It is nothing strange to see a Boer 


woman weeping. There Is not one but 
has lost a father or brother or many 
relatives in the war. But this one's 
grief was so extreme that I stopped 
and found she spoke English exception- 
ally well. She told me her sister had 
been killed i»y a sharpshooter the day 
before. "She was my'twin sister, and 
we never passed a day apart," she said 
between her sobs. "It breaks my heart 
to think that she lies over there under 
the ground." She pointed to a mound 
of fresh earth with a line of stones 
around and over it a short distance 
away. 


She told me, too, her father, five 


brothers and Innumerable 
relatives 


were fighting. "Ouch!" she exclaimed 
as her arm suddenly twitched. Then I 
saw a email hole in the right sleerve of 
her dress just above the elbow. "Have 
you been wounded?" I asked. "Oh, 
yes!" she replied rather languidly. "A 
bullet grazed me, and occasionally it 
pains me very much." Then this girl 
of 19 years explained, rather apologet- 
ically, that her father compelled her to 
remain In the wagon until the wound 
was healed. "If it were not for him," 
she said, "I should not be here crying. 
I'd be down in yonder trench, where I 
ought to be." 


Try to imagine a bride and groom 


going to war on their honeymoon. Yet 
I have seen them do so. When I left 
Pretoria for the front, a friend intro- 
duced me to a young Boer couple who 
ivere going on the same train. I thought 
my friend was Joking when he said 
they were going to fight the British, 
although both Boer man and wife had 
Mauser rifles, and each wore three 
bandoliers, two orer the shoulders, oil* 
around the waist. As we sped toward 
Ladysmith the Boer and his wife chat- 
ted gayly and unobtrusively displayed 
the greatest affection for each ether. 
I made up my mind the woman was 
going as far as the army officials would 
permit and then bid her husband good 
by. 


When the train reached the end of 


the line, a short distance north of La- 
uysmith, Mme. Boor alighted with her 
husband, assisted in taking two horses 
from the last oar on thf* trnin nnd 
after leaping lightly to the saddle rode 
away toward one of the lungers in tho 
distance. She sat her horse as well ;i 
c- 


her husband, and the rifle that v. •• 
•lung over her shoulder probably did 
as much execution afterward as that 
of him who rode beside her. 


Several days later I was walking 


slowly behind one of the tranches oc- 
cupied by tho soldiers from the Preto- 
ria district. Some one hailed me, "Hol- 
lo, Mr. Yankee!" There in the 1ruek' 
were my friends of the train. Tiiey 
•were having a cup of coffee and In- 
vited me to Join them. "I can't offer 
you any sugar," apologized Mme. Boer, 
"because there isu'fany in the coun- 
try, and I will not guarantee that the 
Coffee is not ronstedcora, but you can't 


o, 


times, you know." In the course of an 
hour's conversation they told me most 
Ingenuously that they had been mar- 
ried only a week and ttiat they were 
campaigning on their bridal tour. A 
happier newly married couple I never 
saw. 


Remember that tJUe P.oer woman in- 


herits bravely froai her grandmother; 
that a handful of women helped to re- 
pel the hordes of Zulus 50 yeara ago. 
Besides, the presence of the women in 
the laagers prevents the men from be- 
coming homesick. Thu men suffer ex- 
tremely from homesickness when the 
women are absent, for in peace they 
are rarely separated more than a fow 
hours. 
Even when the men go trek- 


king their wives go with them. And 
no finer, more inspiriting exemplifica- 
tion of patriotism can- be found on 
God's footstool than a Boer woman by 
her husband's side, a rifle in her hands 
and well flBed bandoliers over her 
shoulders. 


All but one of the women whom I 


have seen wore black or brown dresses. 
One was in man's apparel, but the 
Boers tell me the women often put on 
their husbands' clothing when their 
own becomes worn. In the early days 
of the campaign the British captured 
three Boer women in men's clothing, 
and they are stJH held as prisoners of 
war on the warships at SImonstown, 
near Cape Town, bcc they Lave been 
supplied with proper clothing. I shall 
never forget a big athletic woman I 
saw outsidp of Ladysmith. She had 
the recklessness of a sailor after he 
has looted a rumshop. She fearlessly 
walked around in the open within rifle 
range of the British. 


She wore a sort of Quaker poke bon- 


net, man's coat, a torn black dress and 
a pair of heavy veldschoen 
(field 


shoes'). She grasped her rifle near the 
muzzle and dragged the breech in the 
dust, while, shading her eyes with her 
left hand, she tried to catcii sight of an 
enemy. 
Often as I watched her she 


dropped, made a rest for her rifle with 
her left arm and pulled the trigger. 
Then, lowering her rifle, she looked 
fixedly for a few seconds at the ob- 
ject she fired at, and arose to continue 
her fearless meandering. 


Mrs. 
Joubert, the only woman at the 


front without a rifle, uses her brains 
to defeat the enemy. Since the war 
began she has been with her husband, 
and General Joubert told me himself 
she had been of the greatest assist- 
ance to him, having- often suggested 
strategic moves that resulted in losses 
to the British. Mrs. Joubert calls her- 
self "the woman of all work," and that 
is the only title that describes her. She 
does almost everything, from milking 
the cows, which furnished the gener- 
al's only drink, to bandaging wounded 
soldiers. 
She is constantly moving 


about the laager attending to the com- 
fort of those who surrounded her hns- 
band. As soon as there is a battle she 
becomes excited and hurries behind a 
rock, where she can safely watch the 
progress of the fight. 


Whether they fought or not, whether 


they cured homesickness or not, it 
would be hard to keep these warrior 
women from the front. They were the 
first to insist that the Transvaal should 
resist England. Now they ere sharing 
'the b'urden and expect to share the 
glory, for every Boer, man or wo- 
man, 
old or young, firmly believes that 


the republics will ultimately triumph. 
The reliof of Kimberley and that of 
Ladysmith arc regarded not as de- 
feats, but rather as victories, inasmuch 
as the Boer forces, which have been 
lying almost idle around those cities, 
can-now be taken where there is real 
fighting. 


THE QUEEN IN IRELAND. 


Change ot BritUh Empire's Capital 


During Her Stay In Dablln. 


"During the visit of the queen to Ire- 


land," says the London Sketch, "the 
prerogative of the lord lieutenant is 
temporarily abrogated. 
Under the 


usual official routine Lord Cadogan ex- 
ercises-^iomiually at least—regal pow- 
er. As viceroy he cau. confer knight- 
hood, conti'ol the action of the com- 
mander in chief, remove Justices from 
the commission of the peace, pardon 
criminals and suspend various acts, j 
Moreover, presentations at his court 
are as valid as those made at Bucking- 
ham palace or St. James'. 


"But directly the sovereign lands on 


the other side of St. George's channel 
the, vice king is temporarily deposed, 
and all edicts from the castle are is- 
sued in the name of the lady para- 
mount. It is not perhaps astonishing 
that this proof of some sort of home 
rul« should be so little known, but it 
does seem strange that during the 
queen's stay at the viceregal lodge ' 
Dublin will be the capital of the Brit- 
ish empire."

An extension of thei Hoosac Valley 


street railway line to the town of 
Stamford is the latest project in trolley 
circles. 


This extension of the line from the 


Beaver through Cltwiusburg- into Ver- 
mont state to Stamford has been dis- 
cussed more or less ever since the local 
electric line was built, and has always 
teen received with interest For the 
past few years, however, little has 
been said abomt it, and the matter 
has not been seriously considered un- 
til recently. Of late Clarksburg and 
Stamford "eople have been discussing 
the matter, and now have strong hcvoe 
that the extension may be secured. At 
present most of the* discussion comes 
from the Briggsrville region and it is 
possible that if an extension were made 
it would net go> beyond there for the 
present. Such an extension would un- 
doubtedly mean, however, future ex- 
tension through to the village of Stam- 
ford. 


President Richmond of the 
street 


railway line was asked in regard to the 
reported activity this afternoon, and 
said there was nothing- definite to give 
out in regard to the matter, and tfiat 
although the peoplB along- the" line 
north of the city might have been dis- 
cussing it, there had been no under- 
standing with the company. 


In spite of this, however, it is be- 


lieved that there is interest enough, at 
the present time to result in something 
definite if the proper steps are taken, 
and there is little doubt that -within a 
short time the matter will be brought 
up in some tangible form for consider- 
ation by the company. 


Such an extension would be welcomed 


both bi' the resid'enta alonf the line, 
as is shown in the recent discussion, 
ami by the people of this city. There 
seems to be little dc-ubt that the line 
would pa,y, especially tn the summer 
time, when the route would become 
most popular for outiiurs. It is I1o- 
lieved that in the wtoter time th->r° 
would be business enough, to make the 
line pay throughout the year 


It is understood that Che line would 


be an expensive- one to build on accourif 


j of the two bridges that would be neces- 


sary, and on account of the narrowness 
cf the road for some distance north of 
the city. It is supposed' by those who 
are interested in the plan that one of 
the things necessary would be some 
arrangement for the widening of the 
road by the town of Clarksburg, in or- 
der to make room for the trolley line-. 


The actual availability of the Tine 


cannot be told, however, till the project 
H nut forward in definite form, and 
ti-£-r is grood ground for the opinion 
that this will come some time this sea- 
sen. 


Found Not Guilty of Alleged Larceny, 


Assault Cases in Court 


Peter Harrington, who some time ago 


arrested: on the charge of larceny 


of meat from the Hammond and Squire 
local wholesale braniohes, was found 
not guilty in court this morning and 
discharged. The trial was ended some 
days aeo, but Judge Phelns reserved 
his decision till today. 


In rendering judgment the judge re- 


viewed the case at some length. The 
evidence showed tlxat on Sunday, some 
weeks ago, Mr. Haa-ringrton, who then 
owned the market on Center street that 
he had conducted for some years, had 
some talk with Mrr Flaherty of Adams 
about selling. 
Nothing definite was 


decided upon, however. The following 
day, 
Monday, Mr. Harrington ordered 


meat from the two wholesalers. Mon- 
day night Mr. Flaherty came to this 
city and the sale uas made. The whole- 
salers thereui^in bright the charge of 
larceny, alleging under the law of 1899 
that in ordering the meat Mr. Har- 
rington intended to 
defraud 
them, 


knowing that he was to sell his market. 


Judge Phelps said! that in order to 


hold the defendant for the grand jury 
it was necessary to rmve shown a 
fraudulent intent, and nav<> secured 
the meat untltr false pretenses. The 
cvidenee showed, however, that he was 
not sure of selling. his maiket when 
the meat was ordered, and that he was 
in duty bound to his business to keep 
his market stocked with goods. He had 
not bought more* than was usual, and 
there was nx> false pretense that couM 
come under the criminal law. He there- 
fore 
ordered 
Mr. Harrington dis- 


charged. 


There were several other cases in 


court. Joseph Landy was charged with 
assault and battery on a colored youth 
named Frank Alexander. 
He pleaded 


not guilty, and there was an extended 
trial, which showed that Landy had 
been much annoyed by. the boy, but 
that he committed technical assault/ 
He was therefore fined S3. 


Jc4hn Mclntoah was charged with as- 


sault and battery on Patrick Buc-kley, 
and pleaded not guilty. Tha case was 
continued till April 17. 


One drunk was fined $6, one was con- 


tinued, a continued drank was alaced 
on file and one was defaulted.
